What Grant“ Right Bewer Has Dene 
for Washington City. 
WASHINOTOx, Nov. 10.—Ex-goverror 
Shepherd’s temporary suspense creates 
almost as much excitement here as the 
election dilemma during the last few 
years. He has been buildingan enor- 
mous number of residences and build- 
ing b'ocks, having put up over 1,500 
within six years, thus contributing at 
least one-halt of the entire substantia! 
* of the city of Washington. This 
enhanced the value of property 
here more than doub:e what it was six 
yeurs ago. During all of this ime he has 
em ployed individually from 3000 to 5000 
architects, builders, mechanics, and la- 
borers constantly, and at times at least 
one-fifth of the laboring population of 
the city have been dependent on him 
for work. He has paid liberally, and 
has been compensated with good work. 
His real estate operations have been 
stupendous, involving many millions 
of dollars. Nor has it been in specula- 
tion, but in the bona-fide purchase and 
improvement of city property, so that 
it has become a proverb here that one 
could not walk a block without Pass- 
ing a house that Shepherd built.“ The 
governor did not reduce his invest- 
ments with the panic, but he has dis- 
covered that the condition of business 
did not justify so large an outlay. The 
litical agitati n has prodaced a per- 
ect business tion, and for the 
last six monthsthe governor has been 
struggling under a heavy load. He 
called his business friends together 
Thursday evening, and by their advice 
he put his accounts into the hands of a 
committee of tlemen, all of whom 
are his creditors, for examination. This 
examination is still going on, but it has 
been found that his assets exceed his 
liabilities, both future and immediate, 
oy over $600,000, and that the saspen- 
sion need on'y be temporary.

We have had civil war on a large scale 
once, but that was entered upon delib- 
erately and on full consideration 
through the action of the state gover n- 
ments of the separate states of the 
union; there and there only lies the 
danger of civil war in the United States 
or of any effective action toward break- 
ing up the machinery of the govern 

ment of the United States. But in the 
contingency we are supposing the state 
goverdaments do not intervene. The 
precise question is of the action of the 
democratic majority of the present 
house of representatives. Will they 
push the matter to the last extremity, 
that of keepin 
undecided until the fourth of March? 
I do not believe so. I do not think we 
have any reason to believe they will 
be guilty of such conduct, which, while 
unpatriotic to the last degree, woula be 
insanely inexpedient in so far as re- 
gards their party interest.

tively easy settlement. Ii then pro- 
ceeds to forecast the future in this 
wise: “Supposing the armistice expire 
without a conference, or the conference 
fails, the ezar would declare war, dis- 
avowing probably a desire to add to the 
— dominions, or any other object 
due good government for his 
Sei rethren. Many would say 
that this was mere hypocricy and false- 
hood, but it is clear that England could 
find no pretence for interterence until 
much more had happened than the 
outbreak of such 4 war 
for such an avowed pu The 
time might come when we, declaring 
to the sultan our regret at the inevita- 
ble partition of his dominions, might 
be obliged to demand that he should 
resign Constantinople to a power able 
to take care of it. 

The Times says it does not suppose 
it would come to this. The czar would 
stop before he provoked a crisis calling 
for England's intervention With Ser- 
via aggrandized and inde — and 
with Rouwania independent and ag- 
grandized south of the Danube, in ex- 
change for the territory ceded to Russia 
on the north, he would stop well 
contented with what he bad done. It 
is a work the completion whereof 
must be left for another time, but 
what a result this would be, a policy 
having for its first note the malnte- 
nance of the empire, What we have 
described as the probable course of 
eveuts to which we might look for 
ward, it the armistice expires with- 
out peace being proclaimed, with- 
out saying that under the 
circumstances could a shot be fired 
from English cannon, this much ma 
be unhesitatingly declared that if 
Russia took up the war from Servia's 
failing hands, English opinion would 
no more justify armed opposition to 
Russia than it did justify armed oppo- 
sition to Servia, and the diplomacy of 
Russia would show itself altogether 
deficient in the sagacity attributed to 
it if it did not so describe the objects 
of the war and restrict its operations 
so as to prevent the occurrence of any 

sufficient reason for onr interfering.

That it will be 
utterly and dangerously mistaken we 
need not say, but a mistake of this 
kind has already once in the historv of 
the two nations been detected 
too late, and in any 
case it is disquieting to 
find England is entering upon a difficult 
and critical negotiation under as pro- 
ound a delusion as to the temper of 
this country as that which participated 
in the Crimean war. 

The Times’ article concludes with an 
argument in favor of a conference not 
committed to ineyitablefailure, It 2 
lieves that guarantees sa 
Russia and possible to Turkey — 
ranged, if Russia announces ail attempts 
at settlement, which the Times’ does 
not believe likely. Kngland would be 
tree in the future and have the satis-; 
faction of knowing she was not respon- 
sibie for th failure. The experiences 
of the past discredit the suggestion 
that Turkey might reject the proposals 
recommended by the joint authority of 
Europe, but should it be real 
Kussia would be only too ready to act 

as the executive officer of a confedera- 
tion of the European powers.
